The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was he!d on 
Thursday. 21 March, at 7.30 pm in the Old Farmhouse 

Ald - Directional signs for the M11 had been sited on 
the Drv Drayton/Oakington flyover and speed cameras were 
being installed at other locations. These are some of the 
safety improvements being considered by the Highways 
Agency forthe Al4. 

Weight Restriction on Village - This is again being pur- 
sued by the Parish Council to ascertain why the County 
Council would not even bring the matter before their com- 
mittee for consideration 

Prosecutions in Villiage - Help from residents in the 
Village has resulted in some prosecutions being brought by 
the police. PC Morris urges residents to report incidents to 
the police as they occur. These incidents can then be logged 
by the police 

Skateboard/BMX ramp - 
heard from the youths on this. 

Parking in the Village - Both the Parish Council and the 
police have received several complaints regarding neigh- 
bour disputes over parking. The Parish Council has no juris- 
diction in these matters. 

Parking on Parish Council land in Otter Close - As 
cars parking on previously grassed areas on Otter Close 
were making the areas unsightly, the Clerk would arrange a 
site meeting for Councillors to view the areas concerned. 

Street Trading consent - The Street Trading Consent for 
Messrs. Hussain and Truong at the Mall was renewed for 
another year. 

Donation - Cambridge Victim Support - A donation of 
£100 was agreed by Councillors. 

Area to rear of Farmhouse - It was agreed that quota- 
tions to convert this area for youth provision would again 
be sought. 

Tesco re-development proposals - Tesco had 
approached the Parish Council with proposals for the rede- 
velopment of their site in the Village. An exhibition will be 
held in the Village Hall for Bar Hill residents, probably in 
late April. There will also be a stand in Tesco's entrance 
once plans with elevations are available. Tesco's have also 
advised that they will be producing a newsletter to be sent 
to all Village residents. 

Annual Parish Meeting - This meeting will be held on 
Thursday 25th April at 8.00 pm in the Church Centre 
(Octagon).

Dear Editor, 


| am writing to complain about the attitude of 
certain older residents of this Village. Twice 1n less 
than one week | have had accusations concerning 
acts of vandalism etc thrown at me by the afore- 
mentioned persons. Indeed, friends of mine have 
also suffered such offensive false accusations 

There 1s indeed a minor rough element within the 
younger generation, as there 1s in all age groups. 
However, because the voung are not fully enfran- 
chised financially and socially in the community, 
they have become an easy target for blame, where- 
as those casting blame indiscriminately upon the 
youth of Bar Hill believe themselves to be beyond 
reproach, with all the forces of law on ‘their side' as 
well as having social groups and other decent com- 
munity facilities. Who ever listens to the young ? 

To re-iterate, one should consider that all social 
groups have their malefactors, who in the same 

‘manner as respectable citizens, set precedent by 
example. The youth did not invent violence, van- 
dalism and aggression, they are merely taught by 
their elders (not, unfortunately, necessarily their 
betters) 

As a fourteen year old boy who lives in Bar Hill, 
I am constantly harangued, rudely and unpleasant- 
ly, by the older generation, amongst whom are the 
complainants. 

For example. as a frequent shopper at TESCOs, 
the impoliteness of 95% of the customers there is 
intolerable. So how dare you criticise ! 

Until those in power decide to do something for 
the youth by way of recreational facilities, what are 
we to do except to hang around in a "Youth - 
Unfriendly Village" - on the streets. 

Please do bear in mind that we have no Parents 
and Toddlers, The Fox, Social Club/Village Hall or 
Happy Hours Club, which just about covers all age 
groups except the youth. 

Yes, there is the Pickled-Parrot, but very few 
children enjoy religion being forced upon them in 
the guise of a social club. 

To summarise, TOLERANCE is a word to be 
appreciated and practised by all: young and old.

Nature Reserve 
Hi again, 


Nights are getting lighter. 
€ hopefully the days are getting 
>” warmer... Spring 1s here 

Over at the pond, the newts. frogs and toads are 
all "doing the business". The frogs, with their earh- 
er start than the toads. have produced their spawn 
and departed. The toads are like a gang of ruffians 
compared to the frogs, with all that pushing and 
shoving to get a mate - I have found toads in the 
past where. because of all the fighting for her atten- 
tions in a big "ball" of toads. she has been dead. but 
the urge to breed has been so great. they won't let 
go of her; when they eventually do. she has incredi- 
ble marks on her body - this 1s known as 
“amplexus", the pressure from the male being so 
great that she will carry these marks for some time. 
The toads will lay their well-known strings of eggs 
around underwater plants. 

For the newts, it's a more sedate affair, the male 
will display to the female, then make her a gift of 
his sperm package, which she will use to fertilise 
her eggs. The newt being a tailed amphibian, unlike 
the frogs and toads, produces eggs inside her body. 
The eggs will then be carefully "glued" onto leaves, 
which are then folded over to hide them. This will 
go on for several months, by which time the pond 
should abound with froglets. toadlets, and newtlets. 

The nest-boxes are being "looked into" by 
prospective residents, and hopefully a lot will be 
used again this year. The other day | sat on the top 
bench and was completely surrounded by bird 
sound. The birds are now starting to find their voic- 
es after the recess; it was in credible. 

Some help, please, if when you are walking 
around the reserve you see any litter such as drinks 
cans, crisp packets and paper, please pick an item 
up, and take it home with you. It's your reserve, 
let's keep it CLEAN, ta.

Bluebells and woodland 
flowers : 
April - early May sees bluebells 
in all their glory vale ‘ 
The bluebell has long, strap shaped leaves and its 
flowers are on one side of the stem. with petals 
forming a bell-shaped flower Its flowers are some- 
times white or pink 
The blubell grows only in lands fringing the 
Atlantic, and it doesn't grow in such profusion in 
any other country as it does in Britain, so the blue- 
bell bonanza is a truly British spectacle. Why not 
visit one of our woodland nature reserves such as 
Waresley & Gransden, Hayley, Gamlingay Woods 
or Brampton Wood? 
Other flowers and plants you may see are Wood 
Anemone, Violet, Oxlip and Primrose. 
Special Event Bluebell Open Day 
at Waresley & Gransden Woods on 4-5 May 
with nature trails, quizzes, have-a-go woodland 
crafts. The guided walks led by the warden, Brvan 
Righton, are a 'must' as few know so much about 
these ancient woodlands.
